After unsuccessfully contesting the constituency of North Kensington in 1966 and 1970, he was 
elected to parliament in the general election of February 1974, and became an opposition 
spokesman in 1976. He was made a Queen's Counsel in 1978. Between 1979 and 1981 he was 
Minister of State at the Home Office, and then was made Chief Secretary to the Treasury, a 


Cabinet position.At the 1983 election he changed his seat to Richmond, Yorkshire. He was His combination of wit, humour, humility and compassion has appealed to and entertained people 
Home Secretary from 1983 to 1985, and was then moved to Secretary of State for Trade and from diverse religious and spiritual backgrounds. For more than 25 years Blue has been a regular 
Industry. He was made a commissioner at the European Commission in 1989, resigning as an MP contributor to BBC Radio 4's ‘Thought for the Day’. 

at this time, and became vice-president, but resigned with the rest of the commission in 1999 
amid accusations of widespread fraud. He was made Baron Brittan in 2000 and is now Vice- 
Chairman of UBS, Europe's top investment bank. 


Lionel Blue was the first British rabbi to publicly declare his homosexuality and published ‘Godly 
and Gay’ in 1981. He has been openly gay since the 1960s and has had three male live-in lovers. 
He met his current partner, Jim, in 1981 by answering a personal advertisement in ‘Gay Times’. 


In light of the current contraversy in Christian churches, Rabbi Blue will address the Union on 
how Judaism reconciles homosexuality with the Bible. 


Lord Brittan, a man who has done almost everything, will address the Union on Britain’s future 
in Europe.

The Marquess attended Eton College and Christ Church, Oxford and became a merchant banke 
before going to work on the family estates. He became known as an anti-communist through r 
activities in support of Afghan refugees in Pakistan in the early 1980s, and sending food Parcels 
Poland. He was involved in efforts to fund the Afghan resistance. to 


He served for two years as a junior Defence Minister before being appointed as Leader of the 
House of Lords.When Major resigned to fight for re-election as Conservative Party Leader in Jul 
1995, Lord Cranborne led his re-election campaign. He was recognised as one of the few ~ 
members of the Cabinet who were personally loyal to Major, but continued to lead the 
Conservative Peers after Labour won the 1997 general election. He also negotiated the agreement 
to allow 92 hereditary peers to stay in the Lords during its reform.
